Mr  Mayor,  Ladies,  and  Gentlemen: 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of 
Eastbourne  for  the  year  1940. 

This  is  the  forty  severth  report  in  the  series,  and  the  second  I 
have  had  the  pleasure  of  submitting.  The  Minister  of  '"eslth  has  instructed 
Local  Authorities  to  direct  their  Medical  Officers  of  I-.ealth  to  prepare  the 
1940  report  on  the  lines  of  that  for  1939.  Accordingly,  this  report  must  be 
regarded  as  an  interim  one,  and  to  a large  extent  confined  to  "essential 
and  urgent  raetters  which  have  affected  the  public  health  during  the  year'-. 

We  commenced  the  year  as  a Reception  Area  having  overcome  to  a very 
large  decree  the  many  social  and  public  health  problems  experienced  in  the 
last  ouarter  of  1939.  In  the  latter  half  of  the  year  under  review  we 
became  an  evacuation  area.  In  addition  to  the  removal  of  evacuees,  official 
and  unofficial,  to  other  areas,  the  change  resulted  in  a very  considerable 
diminution  of  our  own.  populatio.n.  Much  property  was  left  uninh’abited  and 
this  fact,  in  addition  to  the  removal  of  large  numbers  of  people  from  the 
town,  resulted  in  a temporary  disorganisation,  or  in  some  instances  a 
suspension,  of  many  of  the  normal  activities  of  the  Department.  A nuraber 
of  the  staff  were  transforrod  to  other  Authorities,  in  the  main  t'osc' 
Authorities  receiving  our  evacuees  or  some  of  our  s'ick  in  their  Institutions. 
Other  members  of  the  staff  were  given  leave  of  absence  without  pay. 

In  October  it  was  found  necessary  to  move  the  Department  to  the 
Grammar  School  promises'  at  Evorsley  Court,  St.  Annes  Road.  Though 
Geographically  not  as  xajcII  situated  as  Avenue  House,  these  premises  afford 
excellent  accommodation,  and  the  section  of  the  building  used  as  a First 
Aid  Party  and  Ambulance  Depot  provides  accommodation  far  superior  to  that 
at  Avenue  House . 

The  increase  in  the  incidence  of  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  noted 
towards  the  end  of  1939  declined  repidly  in  the  early  months  of  1940,  and 
though  whooping  cough  and' measles  were  prevalent,  the  health  of  the  Borough 
on  the  wl  ole  throughout  the  year  gave  no  cause  for  anxiety. 

The  organisation  and  continued  training  of  the  members  of  the 
various  Civil- Defence  Services  for  which  the  Department  is  responsible 
claimed  much  of  the  time  of  the  staff.  A nexAi  S ervice  of  this  kind  must 
be  ready  to  adapt  itself  to  circumstances  prevailing  at  any  given  time, 
and  as  a result  of  experience  various  changes  wore  made  throughout  the 
year  to  meet  now  conditions.  I have  very  great  pleasure  in  recording 
my  appreciation  of  the  loyalty  and  persevorence  of  the  volunteers,  paid 
and  unpaid,  in  every  section  of  the  Casualties  Service,  and  above  ell 
their  eff icicnoyand  devotion  to  duty  under  the  stress  and  strain  of  actual 
aerial  xvarfare. 

To  every  member  of  the  staff  of  the  Department  I tender  my  best 
thanks  for  their  loyalty  and  long  hours  of  hard  work  in  a second  abnormal 
and  difficulty  year. 

Finally,  Mr  L'layor,  I .take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  you,  the 
Chairman  end  Members  of  the  Sanitary  and  Public  ''"calth  Coi-nmittcc,  and  the 
mcmbc.rs  of  the  Council  for  your  confidence  and  continued  support  and  Jiolp 
through  the  second  year  of  my  Office  as  Medical  Officer  of  H eslth.

It  vjill  bo  remembered  that  on  the  removal  of  the  inmetea  of  the 
’institution'’  to.  other  accomiaodatlon  in  1939,  various  alterations  were  made 
to  this  section  of  St,  “alary’s  to  increase  the  total  hospital  bed  i ccommodst ion 
from  252  to  412,  The  Ministry  of  Eealth  supplied  s considerable  amount  of 
equipment,  dressings  &c.  for  this  "u^gra.dcd’'  section,  and  throughout  the 
year  many  medical  cases  -were  nursed'  in  its  wards,  thereby  leaving  much. of  the 
more  convenient  normal  hospital  accommodation  ready  and  availablo  for 
surgical  .cases,  , ■ ■■  ■ 

A'mnch  needed  dispensary  and  a second  operating  unit  consisting  of 
th'oatre,  sterilizing  room,  and  anaesthetic  room,  wore  provided  by  msfoing 
alterations  to  certain  existing  accommodation. 

The.dospital  continued. to  be  administered  by  the  Public  Assistance 
Committee  under  part  IV, of  the  Public  Assistance  Order  1930,  and  the  Minister 
of  health  s approval  to  its  .lise  as  a separate  establishment  ,fpr  the  sick  under 
that  Order  is  obtained  from  year  to  year.  ■. 

Dr  McAleenan,  who  held  the  post  oP  Medical  Superintendent  (part 
time)  since  March  1930,  y^as  in  October,  on  the  resignation  of  thvc  then  ^'ouse 
Surgeon,  appointed  whole  time  Resident  l/Iedleal  Superintendent  for  the  duration 
of  thc'  vjar,'  I.lr  E.A.Eiddien  continued  to  act  as  Surgeon.  Under  the 
Ministry’s  Emergency  Medical  Scheme,  .arrangements  had  beer  made- fo’r  other 
local  physicians  and  surgeons  to  bo  called  in  as  occasion  dcpianclcd.  Since  the 
outbreak  of  war.  Dr  E.Bramloy,  .Mr  T. 'Turner , 'Mr  G.  D.  Sho-rwoed,- Dr  S".  A.  MeSwiney  , 
and  Mr  A, L. Young,  Ophthclnic  Surgeon,  have  done  a considorable  .arao.unt  of  viiork 
at  the  hospital.  Dr  A, G,  Shore.-,  Psthologist,  vjas  called  in  vjhori’’h±s  services 
were  required,  ■ ■■]  ■ 

Dr  E.Owen  I'ox  vjas  appointed  Radiologist  in  July  folloyjing  the  dcath 
of  Dr  G.P. Norman,  y - ■ ■ ■ - 

The  General  ■i\Tursing.„Council  continued  its  'ep’prbval  of  the  hospital  as 
a complotc  training  school  for  nurses.  At  the  boginning  of  the  year  42 
probrtioncr  nurses  vtfore  in  training.  Unfortunately  a number  of  those  girls 
wore  recalled  by  their  parents  and  the  strength  of  the  nursing  staff  at  the 
end  of  the  year  was  considerably  below  the  cstablisliiaont  for  the  pre-war 
nurabor  of  bods.  The  Civil  Fursing  Reserve  helped  to  some  extent  in  nieking  up 
■the 'deficiency , six' .trained  nurses,  1 assistant  nurse,  and  .5  nursing  , 
auxiliaries  being  employed,  at  the  end  of-  the  year; -but  in  view  of  the 
shortage  of  nursing  staff  it  was  indeed  fortunate  that  the  demands  on  the 
hospital  were  on  the  whole  light  throughout  the  yo'or.  The  difliculty  in  ,, 
providing  sufficient  nursing  staff  is  constantly  before  the  Committee,  who 
have 'been  considerate  in. tho  matter  of' salaries,  and  'it  is  difficult  to  see 
vfnat  more  can  be  done  by  Local  Authorities  to  encourage  girls  to  take  up 
nursing  as  a career.,  .It,  would  appear  that  nursing  will  'have  to  be  organised  on 
National  ’linos  and  a good  deal  more  prornMncncc  given -to  the  need  for 'nurses 
c.nd  to  the  advantages  of  the  profession  as  e career.  Instruction  in 
elcrac-nte  ry  nursing  sho’uld  be  part  Of 'the  curriculum  in  our  girls  , schools! 

Dc:spitc  many  difficulties,  considerable  progress  was  made  in  the 
very  fin-e  r.xtonsion  to  tho  Nurses  Fiomc , and  at  the  time  of  writing,  tho 
whole  building  is  ready  for  use.

The  nuraber  of  Eastbourne  live  births,  including  37  illegitimate 
births,  was  545,  and  there  were  25  still  births.  These  figures  she-w  s 
decrease  in  the  former  case  of  52,  and  in  the  latter  of  7. 

The  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  were  32  as  compared  with  16  in 
1939.  Seven  of  the  deaths  were  due  to  whooping  cough. 

There  v^ere  4 deaths  of  women  from  causes  associated  with  pregnancy 
or  child  birt"  ( 2 ’in  1939). 

The  i'lunicipol  Maternity  Home  reverted  to  its  normal  capacity  (25  beds) 
in  July,  vf-en  the  staff  returned  to  their  own  quarters  from  No.  1 The  Goffs. 
The  ome  finally  closed  down  for  the  reception  of  confinement  cases  on 
■September  14th  on  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  scheme  for  the  evacuation 
of  expectant  mothers  in  the  last  month  of  pregnancy,  /.part  from  tliosc 
evacuating  privately,  41  expectant  mothers  took  advantage  of  t-.’is  scheme 
and  errangements  were  made  for  their  confinements ’ as  follows;  4 were 
accom  odated  at  Langton  Green  Emergc.ncy  Maternity  Lome,  Tunbridge  ' ells: 

9 at  ' oking;  23  at  Stratford  on  Avon;  and  5 at  Oxford.

For  very  rrifriy  yeers  the  Perish  ITurscs  and  small  Nursing  Issoc ictions 
have  done  oxeellcnt , work  in  the  home  nursing  of  the  sick  poor.  In  June 
howGX'-er,  a scheme  was,-  launched  with  the  object  of  extending  the  facilities 
for,  and  putting  district  nursing  in  Eastbourne  on  a better  organised  basis. 
The  establishment  of  the  Eastbourne, District  Nursing  Association  ( in 
affiliatio,n  with  the  Queens  Institute  ef  District  Nursing)  must  be  regarded 
as  a.  great  advence  in  the.  voluntary  ,social  services  of  the  Borough.  Despite 
the  many  difficulties  experienced  vaithln  a few  months  of  the  inception  of  the 
scheme,  the  Committee's  zeal  never  flogged.  Three  nurses  ha.vc  boch 
maintained,  w.ith  occasional  help, . when -necessary.  From  Ist  Jur:e  to  30th 
December,  2540 -visits  worn  paid  to^BOO  p.atients.  During,  the  .first  year 
3460  members  were : enroll e-d,  3260  of  these  during  the  first  five  months. 
Approximately  1500  members  evacuated  in  September- and -October  and  others 
have;  left  sineo;,;to  join  the  , various.  Services,  The  Local  ./.ut''ority.  provide  s 
free  office  accommodation  and  telephone  for  the  Association,  - and  makes  an 
annual  grant  of  £80  per  annum.

heartedly  with  the  Department,  ' 

As  a war  measure  end  an  additional  sa-f oguard,  "tho  Ministry  of  Eealth 
rccomraended  the  addition  of  chlorine  to  water  supplies  generally,  and  thougli 
the- .purity  of  our  Friston-,  supp.ly  was  never  in  doubt,  the  advice  of  tho 
Ministry  vjas-  acted  on,  . 

A.  detailed  scheme  has  been  worked  out  for  the  maintenance- and  ■ 
"distribution  of  supplies  s’-  euld  tho  system- at  any  time  be  damaged ’by  enemy 
"action,  ■ ' ■ . 

In  the  Eastern  rural  part  of  the  Borough  a small  number  of  somewhat 
isolated  dwellings  depend  on  well.wmter.  Supplies  of  this  tj^'pe  arc  often 
unsatisfactory  and  consequently  the  wells  were  f :requcntly  inspected.  Some 
samples  were  taken  and  in  one  instance  formal  action  had  to  be  taken  which 
•-will  scon  result  in  the  provision -of  a supply  from  the  main.

The  swimming  baths  at  Old  Tovm.  and 
Carlisle  Ford  wore  regularly  inspected  and  the  condition  of  the  water  checked. 
Old  Town  bath  is  fresh  water,  operated  on  thcs  fill  and  empty  principle  vjith 
chlorine  applied  in  the  form  of  "Voxsan";  an  average  free  chlorine-  content 
of  0.5  parts  per  million  was  aimed  at  and  samples  of  xvator  were  invariably 
reported  upon  favourably.  The  number  using  this  bath  from  ipril  to  .'ugust 
was  15,02&.

T’-e 
average  daily  report  vjas  - Temperature  73'^  N;  Alkalinity,  slight;-  Free 
chlorine  content  0.4  parts  per  million.  The  cyorage  bacterial  content  vjas 
low,  and  B.coli  not  found  in  100  ml.  The  maximum,  weekly  number  using  the 
baths  Vi/as  1,863.  .' 

Weekly  returns'  shewing  nurabers  using  tho  baths  daily  and  the  condition 
of  the  water  -were  submitted  by  the  Baths  Superintendents.  The  S¥;imming  brthS 
wore  closed  to  the  public  early  in  September  and  remained  closed  to  the  end  of 
the  year.  . . . ■ 

(b)  Slipper  Baths.  The  accommodation  at  Seaside  Baths  comprises  15 
slipper  baths  for  men  and  15  for  women.  The  numbers  using  the  baths  were 
42,338.  -At  Old  Town  Baths  -fche  slipper.. bath  accommodation  provides  for 
12  males  and  3 fom.alos.  The  numbers  using  those  baths  wore  18,623. 

i ir  Raid  Shelters.  Of  the  45  public  air  raid  shelters  (24  basement  and  21 
surface)  within  the  Borough  -at  tho  end  of  tho  year,  10  vjorc  used  for  sleeping 
purposes.  The  number  sleeping  in  the  shelters  towanads  the  end  of  the  year 
averaged  80-130  persons,  including  a small  number  of  children..  Special 
attention  was  paid  to  sanitation,  and  cither  water  or  chemical  closets  vjere 
installed  in  m.ost  shelters,  with  arrangements  for  emptying  daily  in  the 
latter  case'.  . Arrangements  were  made  for  t o provision  of  - mo ahs  of -■■'h eating 
v:atcr  (by  electric i,ty ) for  hot  drinks,  and  for  filling  hot  water  bottles,  and 
also  for  the  provision  of  First  i id. equipment . The  shelters  were  inspected 
rogula' ly  by  the  Lcalbh ' Visitors  and  Sanitary  inspectors,  and  many  improve- 
ments have  been  made  in  ventilation,  lighting,  and  general  amenities. 

Rats  and  Hlco  (Destruction)  let  1919.  The  destruction  of  vermin  is  at  all 
tines  of  very  great  importance,  but  in  time  of  war  it  becomes  a,- National 
necessity.  Accordingly,  the  campaign  cga.ihSt  rats  and  mice  is  rot  now 
confined  to  a.  special  "Rat  Week",  but  is  vjagod  unceasingly,  ill  sev^ers  are 
regularly  baited  and  advice  and  help  is  giver  to  property  owners  when 
ne..ded.  In  no  case  was  it  necessary  to  take  formal  action.

The  ''Livestock  (Restriction  on  Slaughtering)  Order  19‘-10-"  came  into 
force  on  the  15th  January  1940  and  aut'Onatically  reduced  the  number  of 
sli'ughtcrh^'uses  ir  use  to  one.  Promises  at  Langncy,  formerly  used  by  a 
wholesale  meat  firm,  were  designated  as  the  Ministry  of  Food  Selected 
Slaughter  '-ousc.  With  the  exception  of  tie  first  few  days  c^f  the  year,  all 
slaughtering  for  hum.cn  consumption  was  carried  out  at  these  prenisrs  to 
supply  all  the  heme  killed  meat  for  this  County  Borough  and  the  sur-roLioding 
district.  In  additic.'n,  several  covvs  liavc  been  slaughtered  here  under  the 
Tuberculosis  Order  1938  and  animals  which  are  casualties  arc  f:--equcntly 
admitted  at  odd  times;  a 100'^  inspection  of  all  carcases  and  their  organs  is 
carried'Out.

Ono  of  our  two  fixed  First  Aid  Posts  was  damagod  by  enemy  action  in 
Octobero  The  Post  was  then  transferred  to  the  Leaf  Foinooopathic  l;.ospitol 
and  functioned  there  till  the  end  of  the  year.  Wo  continued  to  man  five 
combined  First  Aid  Party  and  Ambulance  Depots  (four  pert-tirae)  and  one 
First  Aid  Point,  at  Rarapden  Park.  The  tw’O  Mobile  First  Aid  Posts  were 
always  ready  for  action  and  on  one  occasion  they  wore  found -to  be  ■ 
extremely  useful  units. 

Of  a total  effective  perso'nnol  of  267  at  the  end  of  the  year,  36 
were  on  a.  full  time  paid  basis,  the  romaindor  being  part-time  volunteers. 
The  evacuation  of  the  civil  population  during  the  months  of  August  and 
September,  resulting  in  the  loss'  of  employment  to  many  persons,  led  to  the 
resignation  of  more  then  ICO  volunteers. 

Weekly  practices  w;ere  held  at  each  Depot  and  Post:  the  Casualties 
Service  on  9 occasions  took  part  -in  combined  exercises  'with  other  Civil 
Defence-  Services  .and  the  volunteers  spent  raany  hours  of  stand-by  duty  by 
night  as  wmll  as  by  day  at  their 'Posts  or  Depots.

Of  tj.e  77  blind  persons  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  1939,.. 6 died, 
4 left  ■ Ea stbo.urne , and  1 was  removed  from  the  register  as  not  blind,  within 
the  moaning  of  the  Blind  Persons  Act:  nine  persons  were  added  to  the, 
register,  bringing  the  total  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  75,  viz.

There  was  no  change  in  the  number  of  deaf  and  dumb  persons  (27) 
on  the  register  during  the  year.  The  Council  continued  its  subscription 
to  the  Chichester  Diocesan  Association  which  deals  with  the  placement  of 
deaf  ajid  dumb  persons  in  employment.  The  voluntary  organisation  for  the 
social  welfare  of  the  deaf  and  dumb  continued  to  function. 


MEEITAL  DEFICIEilCY. 


Mental  Defectives,  Three,  males  and  three  females  were  notified  by  the 
Local  Education  Authority  during  the  year;  two  males  were  removed  from 
the  register:  two  females  died,  and  1 wes  transferred  to  another  area. 

The  total  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  79  males  and  80 
females.  Of  these,  58  were  in  Institutions,  13  on  licence  from 
Institutions,  9 under  Guardianship,  and  79  under  supervision.

I'c-ntal  Diseases.  The  Clinic  at  the  Princess  Alice  Memorial  Hospital 
continued  to  function  successfully  under  Dr  B.Reid.  There  were  52  new 
cases,  of  vihom  6 were  admitted  to  mental  hospitals,  11  being  evacuated. 

3 being  lost  trace  of,  and  7 rocovored.  The  remainder  wore  treated  at 
the  Clinic,  Evacuation,  allied  to  travelling  and  lighting  difficulties, 
has  resulted  in  a reduction  of  both  new  patients  and  attcndanc'.s  of  old 
patients  at  this  Clinic. 
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
